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1. ANTI-TRUST ACT—CONGRES- 
SIONAL RESTRICION OF USE OF 
CONRACTS AND METHODS OF 
HOLDING TITLES TO RESTRAIN 
INTERSTATE COMMERCE AU- 
THORIZED BY CONSTITUTION. 

Congress ‘has power under the com- 
mercial clause of the Constitution 
to regulate and restrict the use in 
commerce among the several states 
and with foreign nations of con- 
tracts, of the method of holding 
title to:property and of every other 
instrumentality employed in that 
commerce so far as it may be neces- 
sary to do so, in order to prevent 
the restraint thereof denounced by 
the anti-trust act of July 2, 189, % 
Stat. 209. 

2. ANI-TRUST ACT—TEST OF 
LEGALITY OF COMBINATION 

iTS EFFECT UPON wietancieesng 
TION, 

The test of the legality of a com- 
bination under this act is its neces- 
tary effect upon competition in com- 

merce among’ the states or with 
foreign nations. 

If its necessary effect is only in- 
cidentally or indirectly to restrict 
that competition while its chief re- 
sult is to foster the trade and in- 
crease the business of those who 
make and operate it, it does not vio- 
late that law. 

But if its necessary effect is to 
stifle or directly and substantially 
to restrict free competition in come 
merce among the states or with for- 
eign nations it is illegal within the 
meaning of that statute, 

3. ANTI-TRUST ACT—POWER TO 
RESTRICT COMPETITION VEST- 
ED BY COMBINATION INDICA- 
TIVE OF ITS CHARACTER. 

The power to restrict competition 
in commerce among the _ several 
states or with foreign nations vested 
in a person or an association of per- 
sons by a combination is indicative 
of the character of the combination, 
because it is to the interest of the 
parties that such a power should be 
exercised, and the presumption is 
that it will be. 

4. ANTI-TRUST ACT—COMBINA- 
TION IN ONE PERSON OF POW- 
ER OF MANY TO RESTRICT COM- 
PETITION RENDERS THAT POW- 
ER MORE EFFECTIVE AND DUR- 
ABLE. 

The combination in a single cor- 


of stock, of the power of many 
stockholders holding the same pro- 
portions respectively of the majority 
ef the stock of each of several corpo- 
rations engaged in commerce in the 
same articles among the states, or 
with foreign nations, to restrict com: 
petition theréin, renders power thus 
vested in the former greater, more 
easily exercised, more durable and 
more effective than that previously 
held by the stockholders, anu it is 
illegal. 

6. ANTI-TRUST ACT—COMBINA- 
TION RESTRICTING COMPETI 
TION IN 
MERCH BY EXCHANGE OF 
STOCK OF TRADING CORPORA- 
TION ILLEGAL—FACTS—CON- 
CLUSIONS. 

In 1899, the stockholders of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
owned a majority of the stock of 19 
other corporations in the same pro- 
portions that they owned the stock 
of the Standard company, and those 
20 corporations controlled, by the 
ownership of the mafority of their 
stock or otherwise, many other cor- 
porations. ‘Hach of these corpora- 
tions was engaged in some part of 
the business of producing, buying, 
refining, transporting no aad pe- 
troleum and its products) and they 
were conducting about per cent of 
the production of the crude oil and 
more than 75 per cent of the busi- 
ness of purchasing, refining, trans- 
porting and selling petroleum and its 
products in this country. Many of

During the ten years priqr to 1879, 
the seven individual defendants had- 
acquired control of many corpora- 
tions, partnerships and refineries 
that had been competing in this 
business, had placed the majority of 
the stock of those corporations and 
the interests in property and bust- 
ness thus obtained in various trus- 
tees to be held and operated by them 
for the stockholders of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Ohio, one of the 19 cqm- 
panies in which the individual de- 
fendants were principal stocokhold- 
ers, and had thereby suppressed 
competition among these corporations 
and partnerships. | 

In 187, they and their associates 
caused all’ thé trustees to convey 
their interests in the stock, property 
and business of all these corporations 
to five trustees to be held, operated 
and distributed by them for the 
stockholders of the Standard Com- 
pany of Ohio. From 1879 until 1892, 
they prevented) these corporations 
and others engaged in this business, 
of which they secured control, from — 
competing in this commerce by 
causing the control of their opera- 
tions, and generally of a majority 
of their stocks, to be held in trust 
for the stockholders of the Stand- 
ard Company of Ohio, and from 
1992 until 1899, they accomplished the 
same result by a similar stockholding 
‘device and by the joint equitable 
ownership’ of the majority of the 
stocks of the corporations. 

In the year 1899, the seven individ- 
ual defendants and their associates . 
caused the majority of the stock of — 
the nineteen corporations to be 
transferred to the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey in exchange for its 
stock so that the latter company 
thereby acquired the legal title to a — 
majority of the stock of each of the 
nineteen companies, the control of 
these companies and of all the com- 
panies which they controlled, and 
the power to fix the rates of trans- 
portation, the purchase and selling 
prices of petroleum and its products 
which all these corporations should 
pay and receive in the conduct of 
their business in commerce among 
the states and with foreign nations. 
Since that exchange of stock the 
seven individual defendants have 
been and are stockholders and offi- 
cers ‘of the Standard Company of 
New Jersey, which has’ exercised, 
and is still using, that power, and 
by its use it has prevented, and is 
still preventing, competition in com- 
merce among the states and with 
foreign nations’ among these cor- 
porations., 

The transaction constituted a com- 
bination and conspiracy in restraint 
of, and to monopolize, gmmerce 
among the states and with foreign 
nations in violation of sections 1 
and 2 of the anti-trust act of July 
2, 1890, and the Government is en- 
‘titled to an injunction against the 
further —— and . operation 
thereof. |

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tered among thousands of followers and 
seven out of fifteen friendly directors 
may control a board of directors and a 
corporation—and evidence in this case 
too volumineus for recitation or review— 
has convinced the Court that prior to 
1879 these seven defendants combined to 
and obtained the control of companies 
competing in interstate commerce in oil 
and suppressed their competition, that 
they caused the formation and execu- 
tion of the trusts of 1879 and 1882, that 
they directed and followed that unique 
method of distributing the stock held in 
the latter trust by which it was not dis-

“The acts of these and other defend- 
ants prior to July 2, 1020, did not violate 
the anti-trust act of that year because 
it was not then in existence. 
“Whether or not their transactions 
constituted a violation of the common 
law is a question much discussed ana 
which it is unnecessary to determine in 
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a violation of the law of that date, are 
ccmpetent and material evidence of the 
dominant purpose and the probable ef- 
fect of their similar transactions in that 
tusiness since that date and for that 
purpose they may be considered.

duction and trade, both domestic and 
foreign. He said Henry H. Rogers, 
John D. Archbold, Oliver H. Payne and 
Charles M. Pratt were taken into the 
|-organization at a later date. 

The Government's attorneys argued 
that the Standard oontrois 8 to 97% 
per cent of the oil business of the 
United States, and earns 100 per cent 
on its capital stock, some of its subsid- 
fary companies earning as high as 1000 
per cent. 

The attorneys: for thé defense argued 
the Standard had never used uafalir 
methods, and that the success of the 
company was due to the business fore- 
sight of the Rockefeilers and to their 
business ability in adopting every econ- 
omy and taking advantage of every 
business condition. Attorney Rosenthal! 
declared the Standard should not be 
held responsible if its competitors did 
not take advantage of the same busi- 
ness methods, as it had never doné any- 
thing its competitors could not also 
have done. ' 

The Standard’s attorneys contended 
the prosecution was the result of the 
agitation against the Standard by sen- 
sational magazine writers. 

The evidence produced by the Govern- 
ment, according to the arguments, 
showed that, of both domestic and for- 
eign trade, the Strndard controls about 
9@ per cent of the oil produced, trans- 
ported and sold, and that this share of 
the busines# has been acquired by a 
systematic course pursued under the di- 
rection ef practically the same persons 
from the beginning of the Standard 
down to the present time. These per- 
sons are John D. Rockefeller, William 
Rockefellor, Henry M. Flagler. John D. 
Archbold, Oliver H. Payne, Charles M. 
Pratt and Henry H. Rogers. Mr. Rogers 
died recently. 

The evidence showed that in 1899 the 
Rockefeller interests increased the cap- 
ital stock ef the Standard from $10,000,- 
000 to $110,000,000, and added ‘to its cor- 
porate powers as a producing and sell- 
ing Company the power to purchase 
steck in other corporations, and prac- 
tically all the powers of the trust agree- 
ment, which the Ohio courts had de- 
clared unlawful.

L. G. Pewers, chief statistician of the 
United States Censug Bureau at Wash- 
ington, told the Board of Freeholders 
'riday that St. Louis is a striking ex- 
ception to most. cities because it is get- 
ting out of debt. The average city, he 
said, is running into debt. He took the 
hgures of 1905 to show that in that 
year this city paid $2.19 ner capita to- 
ward reducing its bonded indebtedness. 

Boston, according to Mr. Powers, is 
the most expensive city of the larger 
municipalities. Brookline, Mass., he 
said, is the most expensive place in the 
United States -to live. The taxation there 
per capita is approximately $100. This 
large taxation ig imposed to insure nu- 
merous parks, public bathhouses and 
other improvements. 

The Board of Freeholders, acting on 
the suggestion of Chairman Fred W. 
Lehmann, decided to inspect the city 
institutions and water stations next 
week. 

At Tuesday’s session members of the 
Board of Public Improvements will give 
opinions as to provisions which should 
be Oontained in the new charter. It is 
expected that this hearing will end the 
public meetings of the Freeholders, aft2r 
which they will begin drafting a new 
charter.

Message That } Nourmahal Is at 
Watling’s Island, However, 
Is Questioned. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burean of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—There came 
clicking over the cable wires early this 
morning a message from Colleetor of 
Customs at Santiago, Cuba, who said he 
had been informed that Col. John Jacob 
Astor’s yacht, Nourmahl, ‘with Col. 
Astor, his son Vincent, and a party of 
friends on board, was at Watling’s Is- 
land. 

Capt. Durie of the Donald steamship 
line reported on Thursday when he ar- 
rived at this port that he had seen a 
Island which he be- 
lieved to be the Nourmahl, Capt. Durie 
said then that the yacht he saw had two 
masts. The Nourmahl has three masts, 
and the fear is that the Collector got his 
information by the retracing of news. 

' Mr. Dohbyn, Col. Astor’s secretary, 
doubts the truth of the telegram. He 
said this morning:.‘I only hope th 
telligence is true, bit from 08 ea 
of Col. Astor given to me before *he 
set sa!l from New York, I cannot un- 
derstand how he can be so far north. 
It is possible, of course, that circum- 
stances might have led him to change 
hig plans.’’ 

There came a dispatch late last night 
which said that Col. Astor and_ his 
yacht were believed to be either at Bar- 
badoes, the furtherest east of the Wind- 
ward Islands, or at Ponce, Porto. Rico. 
Mr. Dobbyns says that Col. Astor had 
planned to visit the Windward ‘Islands 
during his cruise. There is no cable 
connection with Watlingis Island nor 
can Barbadoes or Ponce be reached. 

However, there were. two ships at 
Watling’s Island yesterday—the Pana- 
ma, bound for Colon, and the Cristobal, 
bound to New York from Colon. Both 
vessels are equipped with the wireless 
service and they had been instructed 
to keep a sharp Watch for the missing 
Nourmahal. If the vessels came upon 
the Nourmahal at Watling’s Island they 
would have Sent news to the United 
Wireless Telegraph Co., No word. was 
received from either of them. 

Such a message would, 
lieved, have been picked up at Santi- 
ago, Cuba, and sent here by cable. 
Dispatches also announced today that 
there was a wreck at Hawk’s Nest, 
Watling’s Island. The harbor there is 
little better than a road bed in low 
tide, and it is not believed that Col. 
Astor would have sought refuge in 
that harbor unless driven there by 
the storm. 

The suggestion has been made that 
the yacht seen by Capt. Currie was 
the wreck off Hawk's Nest.

A significant development of the day.

interfere with the Nicaraguan revolu- 
tionists, was tho reiterated announce- 
ment that the State Department would 
not act to insure the safety of any 
American vessels now blockading the 
Government’ forces at Greytown, or 
elsewhere on the Guatemalan coast.

All what the good Mrs. Anna Schmidt and the other 
ladies say I applaud. I think that America is a reg- 
ular paradise. I help in a lovable family and earn 
$35 a month. It is awful nice for American families 
to regard us girls as help and not as servant girls. 
I do not have to work half as hard as in the old 
country. I was a servant girl several years in 
Munich, in Bavaria, in Germany. It is called Beer 
Athens, and by right. As a rule in Munich everybody, 
father and mother and children, and even babies, 
drink beer, and lots of it. In the hof brau season 
the typical Muenchener does not drink beer any more, 
nor does he swallow it, he just pours it down. How 
he and his liver and kidneys can stand it is a wonder 
to me. And the servant girls’ experience is neither 
ideal nor idyllic. Bah! People love alcohol too much 
throughout Germany. I have a German almanac, 
called Deutscher Reichsbote, which says that accord- 
ing to the statistics from 1897 to 1898 there come per 
head of the population 4 litres beer, 12 litres wine 
and 10 litres whisky, or, expressed in 100 per cent 
alcohol, 18 litres. In Russia it is only 56.2 litres. In 
Germany in a year there is expended for alcoholic 
liquors 2775 million marks, and for fish and meat 
only 1800 million marks. I would therefore advise 
the members of the German-American AllHance who 
desire to introduce German culture in America to 
weed out, among other things, this excessive fond- 
ness for alcoholic liquors.

To the Editor of the Post-Disvatch. 

Mr. I. H. Sawyer, the president of the Advertising 
Men's League, who is an excellent gentleman, a man 
of progressive ideas and much civic pride, is, I fear, 
misinformed regarding the civic activity of the press. 
No other large city has, in my opinion, so many good 
newspapers, and so many which continually boost the 
advantages of our metropolis as St. Louis. Ags an 
active member of the Million Population Club, the 
father of the idea to celebrate the centennial of our 
city and many other meritorious ideas, and a mem- 
ber of several committees, I know whereof I speak. 

I do not mean to say that our newgpapers, any more 
than our newspaper men, are perfect. They have 
their weaknesses, like all the rest of us, and make 
mistakes like others—only they seem to refrain from 


}making the same mistake twice. 


The newspapers of St. Louis can mar or make any 
man or proposition, and they times do, They

Inva- 
riably the best musical comedy in New 
York comes from London. This form 
of entertainment in its highest state 
demands wit, not a mere counterfeit, 
but the genuine kind, which lies in 
speech rather than action. 

Musical comedies of home make are 
numerous and lively, but, they seldom 
contain real humor. Rarely is a witty! 
line spoken. They depend for success 
upon horse play, girls, scenery and a 
leading comedian who wears a clownish 
costume and who frequently trips over 
something. 

Why has this state of affairs come 
about, and what is the matter with 
American humor, which a generation 
ago was as good as any, perhaps the 
best of all? 

Our composers write good, light mu- 
sic, but they must fit it to a book 
which is nearly always silly, and often- 
er coarse. Musical comedy when of 
the right kind is excellent entertain- | 
ment, and, in more than one instance, 
it has furnished valuable satires, but 
the pieces which now fill our theaters 
are shams. 

We also suffer by comparison in the 
lighter form of play, the comedy of 
manners, such a play, for instance, 
as ‘‘The Molluse,”” which moved lightly 
and adroitly, the action always being 
carried forward by clever talk. How 
many such plays are American writers 
producing? 

Nor is this Geeline of American hu- 
mor confined to the stage. It aypears 
also in our comio weeklies. We call 
our British cousins dull and heavy 
and deny them the knowledge of hu- 
mor, but is it so. Punch has been de- 
rided often by Americans, but it Is 
because they do not see it. Britain’s 
great comic weekly always has some- 
thing worth seeing, whether in text or 
illustration. Its humor, too, is unfail- 
ingty in good taste, never coarse and 
never cruel. We do not have any hu- 
morous publication of which as much 


can be said, 


American people like humor of the 
pest type, but it seerns for the present 
to be circulating chiefly in private 
channels.. Probably no. other country 
has s0 many good stories floating about, 
stories subtle or keen, penetrated with 
humor and often telling an important 
truth. Any chance group of cultivated 
men usually brings them forth in 
abundance, but the same mental dex- 
terity is "not shown on the stage or 
the printed paper. 

It may be that our strenuous life of 
the last 16 or 20 years has checked, 
the development of American humor | 
and left us to deal only with an old- 
fashioned and shop-worn article, but 
the nation is crying out for a better 
brand. We canrfot laugh any more 
when the comedian falls down the 
stairway or sits on a tack. We are 
gick of the mother-in-law joke and all 
the other old, old jokes that men were 
telling to one another when they were 
hauling up the great stones for the 
pyramids, 

We need genuine humor once more, 
aud we need ie badly.

Yesterday the 
authorities tried to find some sotution 
of the mystery, and it was not until 
the records of the asylum for the last 
30 years had been searched in vain: for 
the trace of a missing patient that the 
fact of the discovery was made public. 
That the woman was an inmate of 
the asylum is about the only fact es- 
tablisWet. That is based on burned 
fragments of the woman's shoes, whic h 
were of the type worn by Essex Coun- 
ty’s insane patients. 

Of all the many theories advanced, 
ranging from murder down, the most. 
reasonable seemis to be that the woman 
was trying to escape, perhaps two years 
ago, perhaps 40, and in lighting 4 
match to show herself the way under 
the rafters in the dark, she set fire to 
her clothing and was burned to death. 
Only the bones, fragments of the 
clothing and the sole and part of the 
upper of each shoe were left.
